The matter has been informally 


| discussed by the city council, and 


Ernest C. Mehl, city clerk, said to- 
day that without a doubt the pro- 
posal will be offered to the voters. 
This move has largely had its in- 
ception from Mr. Mehl and Owen 
E. Atwood, city treasurer, who 
have from time to time suggested 
the possibilities of improvement 
and who have seen an opportunity 
for centralization of responsibility 
and additional economy and effi- 
ciency in local government. 

If the proposal is successful, it 
will mean that the city council in 
the future will appoint persons to 
serve as clerk and as treasurer 
Terms of Mr. Mehl and Mr. At- 
wood do not expire until next year 
when the proposal would become 
effective. 

In explaining reasons for sug- 
gesting the change, Mr. Mehl said 
today that “there is always a pos- 
sibility for a candidate, who is not 
competent being elected, and the 
appointment plan will largely re- 
move this possibility.” 

From the standpoint of realizing 
economy for the city, Mr. Mehl! ex- 
plained that it might be possible 
eventually for the city clerk or 
the city treasurer to also assist 
in other city work, thus having 
one person handle more than just 
the duties of the present city clerk 
or treasurer. 


Since the city was incorporated, 
the electors have filled the two po- 
sitions, with Mr. Mehl and Mr. At- 
wood serving for many years 

With the development of the 
city manager idea in local govern- 
ment, Richard G. Manley has been 
given much of the detail work that 
ordinarily comes under the duties 
of the treasurer and clerk. About 
a year ago Mr. Atwood suggested 
before the council that the offi- 
cials consider the possibility of 
combining the city treasurer and 
city clerk positions as a matter 
of economy. Mr. Mehl later ex- 
pressed himself along a similar 
line. 

Since the last city council meet- 
ing, officials have informally dis- 
cussed the plan, with the proposal 
expected to be put on the ballot, 
under the jurisdiction of Mr. Mehl. 

On the ballot also will be the 
names of the city council candi- 
dates, the electors to fill three va- 
cancies. At present three candi- 


| dates are in the field, A. H. John- 


son, who will be up for re-election, 
Earl EK. Marsh and E. O. Bowden, 
Terms of Mr. Johnson, Fletcher H 
Manker and Elmer Mathews ex- 
pire this spring.
